An Indig­ 
nant country called for hla reprieve, 
whhdi was granted. It was afterward 
discovered that the gallows, which- w*j 
marie Of wood to thoae days, had swol­ 
len by rain that felt heavily on both 
the nlghta preceding the dates fixed* 
by the aherlff for the execution. * ; J 
But here it the c*W of a man who 
not -only wa* saved from the gallows, 
hut from hearing hi* death sentence 
passed by the judge! 
A man was 
charged it the Old Bailey with a pe 
cullarly atrocious crime. 
The Jury 
sent In word from their retiring roow 
that they were unable to agree upon 
a , verdict, and were escorted to the 
London coffee house on Ladgate hill, 
there to be locked up “without food, 
fire or light,” until they had decided 
upon a unanimous verdjct. 
Eleven out of the dozdt» were In fav­ 
or of a verdict of “guilty,” but the 
foreman of the Jury, a Mr. James Sim 
mer. had a rooted objection to capital 
punishment. He djd not believe 1n tbs 
Innocence of the rosn, but be refused 
to consent to a verdict which would 
send the man to the gallows. 
It was Saturday afternoon when the 
Jurjr was locked upr By da*n next 
day six of the Jurymen, overcome bjTI 
discomfort and lack of food, were 
willing to vote “Not guilty.” Toward 
the afternoon of Sunday the foremar. 
actuated by feelings of compassion, ad 
drefeu “(l his fellow sufferers as follows; 
"I am willing to make you s sport­ 
ing offer and leave the decision as to 
the guilt or tnnoucence of the poor 
wretch In Newgate to chance. 
Ob­ 
serve: I shall balance the poker up­ 
right In front of the empty grate. 1 
shall then slowly count “One! two! 
three!’ 
You will range yourselves, 
half'your number on either side, two 
yards away. At the word “three” we 
shall Jump. If the poker falls to the 
aide of the opposition I shall give In 
to your verdict of ‘guilty.* but If It 
comes down on my side yod will Join 
In returning a verdict of ‘not gull 
ty.’—Ope! two! three!” 
At the word “throe" the twelve men 
Jumped for all they were worth. The 
poker fell with a clatter to the side 
of the foreman! 
The warders wt 
summoned, and the Jurors were escort- 
ed back to the Old Bailey, re-entered 
the Jury box and gave their verdict.

Tonng 
females breed when only three or four 
nionfhs old. 
A t this rate a pair of rats, breeding 
uninterruptedly and without deaths, 
would at the end of three years (18 
generations) be Increased to 359,700,- 
482 Individuals. 
For centuries the world has been 
fighting rats without organization and 
at the same time has been feeding 
them and (wilding for them fortresses 
for concealment. 
If we are to fight them on equal 
terms, say specialists of the biological 
survey of the United State* depart­ 
ment of agriculture, we must deny 
them food and hiding places and must 
organize to rid communities of them.

With a house built on thf^ princb, 
pie of a ref rifara tor, tta walls in­ 
sulated to keép the cold out, a new 
Idea In construction of residences is 
being tested In the cold country In 
Canada, the Ohio State Journal re­ 
marks. 
The residence has been used 
for a year, being occupied by the de­ 
signer and his family. 
It was tested 
severely during the past winter, when 
temperatures ran to 40 below zero, but 
It stood the test and was heated 
throughout with electric beat during 
the hardest winter. 
The wall* v.ere 
designed to keep the cold out and ap­ 
pear to have done so. 
The walls are hollow, the outer 
wall* beltig cement plaster on metal 
lath, with a top coat of stucco. Back 
plaster is placed between the metal 
lath and the studding. The outer wall 
Is a sheet of concrete one and one- 
luilf Inches thick. 
The inner wall la 
of two layer* of asphalt paper with 
wood lath and plaster ou top. The air­ 
tight space In the wall 1* filled with 
insulating material, granulated cork 
with a mixture Of planer shavings. 
The theory on which It Is built i* to 
prevent the movement of'warmed air 
toward a cold surface. 
The cost of construction wo* given 
a* 10 per cent above ordlmiry methods.
